To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the 
City of Somerville: — 

Gentlemen, — Herewith I respectfully submit a report of the 
work done and expense incurred for the year ending December 
31, 1897, by the Engineering Department, Sewer Department, 
Public Grounds Department and other special works of improve- 
ment which have been under the supervision of the City Engineer. 



ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

In January, 1897, the office of the Engineering Department 
had been removed from its apartments in the old part of the City 
Hall building to the northwesterly side of the new addition, on the 
second floor, where the varied work that comes under the depart- 
ment can be carried on far more advantageously and economically 
than formerly. 

The new office is nearly three times the size of the old one, 
and the fireproof vault, for storage of valuable plans, note books, 
and other important data, is over four and one-half times the size 
of the former vault; also, there are facilities in the roof for the 
copying and printing of plans and other miscellaneous work. 
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During the past year many questions of importance have 
come before the City Council requiring the services of the En- 
gineering Department : embracing studies, designs and estimates 
for relieving the overcharged sewer system in times of storms, de- 
signs and estimates for the construction of bridges and subways 
and many other local improvements, which necessitated more or 
less study, the making of plans, estimates of cost, furnishing lines 
and grades and general supervision and inspection of the work of 
construction. 

Sixteen assistants have been employed in the Engineering 
Department, nine permanently and the others as additional work 
required. The cost of maintaining the department has been as 
follows: —

.SEWERS AND STORM RELIEF DRAINS. 

WEST SOMERVILLE DISTRICT. 

The construction of the Tanner v Brook storm drain was com- 
pleted to Davis square in January, 1897, and during the severe 
storms of the past season cellars and large areas in this section, 
which formerly have been badly flooded, were entirely relieved of 
rain water and back sewage. A description of this work is given 
in the City Engineer's report of 1896. 

Early in the year, to give partial relief to the Morrison-street 
and Grove-street sewers, a twenty-four-inch pipe drain was con- 
structed from Davis square northeasterly in Elm street to the junc- 
tion of Morrison street, where an overflow connection with the 
sewerage system was made, and, in times of storms, conducts a 
large quantity of water from the district in the vicinity of Nathan 
Tufts park, comprising about twenty-five acres, directly to the 
newly-constructed Tannery Brook storm drain. 

The Grove-street sewer and adjacent cellars will not be en- 
tirely relieved from flooding in times of storms until the large

quantity of surface water which is being discharged into this 
sewer from another watershed is diverted to its natural outlet; 
this can only be done by the construction of a drainage system 
in the Lowell railroad valley. 

WINTER HILL AND EAST SOMERVILLE DISTRICT. 

During the past year a beginning on the construction of the 
eastern district storm water system has been made, commencing 
at Mystic avenue and extending through Winthrop avenue to 
Broadway ; this section built is a **basket handle" drain in shape, 
seven feet six inches high by seven feet one inch wide, the top balf 
being a semi-circle, and the lower half having nearly perpendicular 
sides and a flattened bottom. 

Five hundred and ninetv-three feet of this structure is built 
on a four-inch spruce platform, supported on piles, capped with 
ten-inch by ten-inch spruce timbers, the piles varying in length 
from six feet to twenty-eight feet. 

The invert of the drain and sides are built of four-inch Port- 
land cement brickwork and the arch of eight-inch Rosendale 
cement brickwork, the sides and bottom being supported with 
Portland cement concrete, varying in thickness from six inches to 
ten inches. 

The portion constructed is a part of the main outlet channel 
to Mystic river, which will eventually take branches from the East 
Somerville and Winter Hill districts, having a total area of more 
than five hundred acres. 

When these two proposed branches are completed, having 
overflow connections with the present sewerage system, the 
streets which are flooded in time of heavv rainfall and cellars 
which are flowed with back sewage will be permanently relieved. 

A branch for storm water could be extended from the Win- 
ter Hill branch of the proposed drain at Gilman square, in the 
Boston &Maine railroad location, which would give relief for an 
area of about one hundred acres in this valley. 

The building of another section of the eastern district system 
on the northerly side of Mystic avenue, between Winthrop avenue 
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and Wheatland street, wis necessitated the last year on account of 
the construction of a branch of the Metropolitan boulevard in this 
section of the city. 

The new drain takes the place of an old box culvert which has 
been the outlet for more than twenty years for the drainage fronr 
a section of the city lying north of Broadway and west of Wheat- 
land street. 

The sewer is a circular structure, fifty inches in diameter, 
composed of Portland cement concrete and brickwork, the whole 
structure resting on a timber platform supported by piles drivea 
through the marsh land into a clay foundation. 

This structure is crossed at right angles by one of the forty- 
eight-inch Metropolitan water mains, tvhich extends through the 
boulevard before referred to ;, the water pipe at this point being 
supported by heavy spruce timbers, laid horizontally and upright, 
resting on the sewer foundation, the weight of both structures 
being supported by large spruce piles. Charles C. McGrew & 
Co. were the contractors. 

UNION SQUARE DISTRICT. 

Another section of the city where the sewers are wholly 
inadequate to carry off the surface water in times of storms is the 
watershed adjacent to Union square, extending northerly on. 
Summer street as far as School street and westerly to Concord 
square and the Cambridge line ; the only way of relieving this 
flooded district is by the construction of a large storm- water drain 
to the nearest tide water outlet, namely, Miller's river, near the 
boundary line at East Cambridge. 

The main line being in Somerville avenue, with branches- 
through Newton street. Concord square and Springfield street, 
and in Bow street and Summer street. The main line could be 
extended from Union square westerly in Somerville avenue and 
Beacon street, as required, in the future. 

CLARENDON HILL DISTRICT. 

That section of the city west of Curtis street is the only part 
of Somerville which has no means of house drainage by sewers.

MAINTENANCE. 

A number of the old private sewers in the city are in poor con- 
dition and should be reconstructed at an early date ; many com- 
plaints haAX been received on account of defective drainage, 
caused by the partial collapse of some of these old structures, 
which have been in the ground between twenty and thirty years. 

A portion of the sewer system in the East Somerville district 
east of Cross street should have a number of manholes constructed 
on the different lines, for the purpose of inspecting and cleaning 
the different sewers. 

In some streets there is no means of examining the sewer, 
and in many cases, the sewers have not been cleaned since their 
construction. 

A new twelve-inch iron pipe has been laid under the tracks of 
the Boston & Lowell railroad, opposite the easterly line of the city 
farm lands, the eight-inch pipe originally constructed having 
become overcharged and continually blocking. 

Through these two pipe lines the sewage from an area on the 
easterly side of the railroad is siphoned to the westerly side. 

The total cost of this work amounted to $534.'^G. 

In November the Somerville-avenue sewer at the boundary 
line between Somerville and Cambridge was found to be leaking 
badly on every tide. The sewer at this point is eight feet in 
diameter, the bottom being constructed of heavy timbers resting 
on piles and floored with planks ; a section of this flooring had to 
be replanked and leaks calked with oakum and cement. The cost 
of repairing amounted to $193.3'2; the city of Cambridge 
paying $63.22. 

1 he cost to the city for maintaining the Bridge-street sewer 
outlet in Cambridge for the year amounted to $1,997.73 ; this was 
five-ninths of the total cost for dredging and removing material 
v.^hich had collected at this outlet. As this sewer main in Somer- 
ville is connected with the Metropolitan sewer, there will prob- 
ably be no further expense incurred in the future on account of this 
cleaning. 

The cost of changing the grade and rebuilding manholes, 
the cleaning of cellars, the flushing, cleaning and general main- 
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tenance of the sewer system during the year 1897 has beeii 
$1,643.71. 

The cost of changing the grade, rebuilding, repairing, clean- 
ing, flushing and general maintenance of catch-basins during the 
year 1897 has been $3,223.19. 



KXPENDITURES. 

The total cost of work done under Sewers Construction 
account during the year 1897 has amounted to $40,635.67, which 
includes the amount expended for construction of storm relief 
drains. 

The total cost of work done under Sewers Maintenance 
account during the year 1897 has amounted to $9,329.34. 



HIGHWAYS. 

Eleven streets have been accepted during the year, an aggre- 
gate length of one and eighteen hundredths miles, niaking the 
total length of public streets fifty-five and fifty-eight one-hun- 
dredths miles. 

'Ten private streets have been added the past year, making a 
total length of thirty-two and three one-hundredths miles. 

The sum total public and private streets in the city Decem- 
ber 31, 1897, is eighty-seven and sixty-one one-hundredths miles. 

During the year twenty-five thousand one hundred and forty- 
seven feet, or four and three-quarters miles, of edgestone have 
been set and seven thousand eight hundred and forty-one yards 
of brick sidewalk constructed, making a total of about seventy- 
t^'O miles of edgestone and about forty-five miles of brick side- 
walk. 

About one-fifth of a mile of paved streets have been con- 
structed the last year, making a total length of two and fifteen 
one-hrmdredths miles of granite paved streets. 
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A double line of car tracks has been added in Beacon street, 
from the East Cambridge line to Somerville avenue, a length of 
six thousand one hundred feet. The total length of electric rail- 
road tracks in the citv December 31, 1897, was nineteen and nine- 
tenths miles. 

In August, 1897, an order was adopted by the City Council, 
changing the grade of Middlesex avenue to a uniform grade of 
16 throughout its entire length, in order that the Metropolitan 
Park Commission could establish this grade for the boulevard 
being constructed and joining this avenue ; the Park Commission 
agreeing to pay the expense incurred. The work of lowering the 
grade is to be done by the Boston & Maine railroad company 
early in 1898.

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BRIDGES AND SUBWAYS. 

The seven iron bridges over the Boston & Maine railroad 
(Southern division) in Somerville are in good condition ; the only 
repairing necessary is the replacing of sections of the plank floor- 
ing and painting some of the ironwork. Two old wooden struc* 
tures still remain over this line of railroad, one at Sycamore street 
that is in fair condition and has but little travel, but the one at 
School street is in poor condition and should be rebuilt at an etaiy 
date. 

The highway bridge over Alewife brook at Broadway is in 
good condition but the bridge over this brook at Boston avenue 
needs repairing and strengthening. 

The bridge over Mystic river at Middlesex avenue has been 
used considerably the past year on account of the construction of 
the Metropolitan boulevard in this locality and is in poor con- 
dition. 

This bridge is maintained jointly by the cities of Somerville 
and Medford, the total cost amounting to $1,337.82 in 1897. 

There are three bridges over the Fitchburg railroad within 
the city's limits, which are all in the same general condition as 
last year, needing some repairing and painting. During the past 
year two subways have been constructed on the line of this rail- 
road. 

Numerous petitions have been presented to the City Council 
for a number of years past for some safe means of crossing the 
Fitchburg railroad company's tracks at Kent and Sacramento 
streets ; but the streets being private ways and not under the con- 
trol of the city, nothing has been done in the matter until the 
past year, when the streets were accepted by the city as public 
ways on either side of the railroad company's location and the 
county commissioners agreed to a crossing of the location by 
means of subways, thus connecting the dead ends of both streets 
and making public travel safe. 

These subways are constructed for foot travel only, the one at 
Kent street being very difficult of construction, on account of the 
ground water encountered, the natural level of this water being 
nearly two feet above the finished floor of the structure and having

no means of drainage, as the sewers in this vicinity are at a higher 
elevation ; also the location of t^'o lines of water pipes and a sewer 
had to be changed 

The outer side walls of this subway are built of concrete and 
rubble granite masonry, the inside face of these walls being lined 
with cream-colored glazed brick; the entrance steps are granite 
with a flooring of granolithic and the roof being an iron trough 
plate bridge for carrying four tracks of the Fitchburg railroad. 

Between the inner and outer side walls and beneath the floor 
a waterproof lining has been laid, preventing the ground water 
from entering the subway and a watertight well constructed, 
to take care of the surface water from the entrance steps in times 
of storms ; there is also an air space between these walls that pre- 
vents moisture on the inside finish. 

The side walls at the entrances are capped with a granite cop- 
ing, on which are iron rail fences. The lighting is by incandescent 
lamns. 

The Sacramento-street subway is of similar design and con- 
struction, no waterproofing being required, however, as the 
ground and surface water are taken care of by means of drains to 
the citv's sewers. 

The total length of each subway is about eighty-seven feet, 
witli a width of eight feet and a head room of seven feet. The 
firm of Holbrook, Cabot & Dalev were the contractors, construct- 
ing both subways. 

The total cost of both subways complete is about $11,500.00, 
the Fitchburg railroad company paying $5,500.00 of this amount 
and the citv the balance. 

If at some future time a passage for carriages and teams 
should be required at Sacramento street, a subway drive could be 
constructed on either side of the present work, leaving the subway 
built this last year as a separate and independent passageway for 
foot travel, with no danger from passing teams. 
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PUBLIC GROUNDS. 

The same policy in the maintenance of the city's public parks 
has been followed as in the previous year, expending all the avail- 
able money in the appropriation by the adornment of the grounds 
with ornamental beds of flowers and bulbs in their seasons. 

An aquatic display of pond lilies and water grasses in the pond 
on Broadway park, some extra flower beds on Central Hill park 
and a number of beds on Nathan Tufts park have been added the 
past season. 

Florist J. W. Howard has furnished all plants, flowers, bulbs 
and shrubbery used on the pubHc grounds of the city during the 
last two years. 

At the Walnut-street end of Central Hill park the grounds 
around the new City Hall Annex have been regraded and new 
walks and steps constructed ; the School-street slope in the rear 
of the Public Lil)rary and City Hall buildings has been graded, 
completing the entire park area between Walnut and School 
streets. 

A portion of the field known as **Sanborn field," situated in 
Ward 2, on the soutlierly side of Washington street and west of 
the Fitchburg railroad, comprising . five and thirty-four hun- 
dredths acres, was purchased by the city in July, 1897, at a cost of 
$33,000.00 for park purposes. A strip of land about seventy feet 
wide on the southerly side of the field being reserved for house lots 
and purchased by private parties, there being building restrictions 
placed on the sale of this strip of land, so that when fully built upon 
first-class residences will face on the new^ park. 

It is proposed to lay out the newly-acquired area in conjunc- 
tion with the Wyatt pit property adjoining, the whole park area 
comprising eight and twenty-six hundredths acres. 

By the filling of the Wyatt pit, that section of the proposed 
park could be constructed as an arboretum and the remaining 
area as a playstead, which would include a baseball, football and 
general playground, combined with walks and drives, making one 
of the finest athletic fields and pleasure parks in the vicinity. 

At present there are practically no public playgrounds main- 
tained by the city, but at comparatively small expense, the area 
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located on the comer of Glen street and Oliver street could be 
graded and put in a suitable condition for that section of the city ; 
the field at the comer of Broadway and Cedar street could like- 
wise be graded and improved; and by the construction of the 
Ward 2 park, before referred to, Somerville would have three 
playgrounds conveniently located for the different sections of the 
city. ThcFe fields could be controlled and maintained by the 
Public Grounds Department at a small annual expense.

WATER WORKS. 

During the past year two lines of the forty-eight-inch Metro- 
IK)litan water mains have been laid across the city ; the route of 
the main in the easterly section of the city being through Nor- 
folk street, Webster avenue, Union square, Bow street, the en- 
tire length of Walnut street across Broadway, through Chauncey 
avenue, crossing Mystic avenue, extending through the new 
Fells boulevard and a portion of Middlesex avenue, thence under 
the Mystic river ; the route of the main in the westerly section 
enters from Beech street, Cambridge, crossing Elm street, thence 
through the entire length of Willow avenue, across Broadway and 
private lands to Boston avenue in the city of Medford. 
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The laying of these large water mains caused many changes 
in the city's sewer mains, catch-basins and house drains. Five 
hundred and eighty-five feet of new pipe sewer had to be con- 
structed, the location and grade of seven old sewers changed, 
three catch-basins reconstructed and forty house drains re- 
located and repaired. There are seven blow-off connections with 
the city's sewer .system to be used for emptying the Metropolitan 
mains whenever necessary. 

Whenever requested by the Water Department, the sizes of 
water mains for new sections of the city and for the relaying of 
old cement mains with new iron pipe has been determined and 
lines and grades given for laying. 

Five hundred and sixty-two water services, sixty hydrants,, 
and sixty-three gat^s have been accurately located and recorded 
for future reference. 



MISCELLANEOUS. 

Perambulation of boundary lines between Somerville and 
Medford. — December 16, 1897, a committee, consisting of the 
Superintendent of Streets and City Engineer, representing the 
City of .Somerville, and a committee from the City of Medford ex- 
amined all the bounds defining the division line between the two 
cities and made their report to the City Council. 

Boundary line between Somerville and Cambridge. — ^Under 
an order approved May 14, 1897, surveys have been comfrfeted, 
and accurate plans made showing the boundary line between the 
cities of Somerville and Cambridge, with all streets, buildings, lot 
lines, areas and assessed valuations within three hundred feet of 
the line. One general plan was made on a scale of 200 feet to 
an inch, showing the whole length of the boundary line and 
twelve sub-plans on a scale of forty feet to an inch, showing 
sections. The total length of the boundary line between Miller's 
river and Alewife brook being four and two-tenths miles. 

Street Numbering — Numbering plans have been made of 
new streets and some of the old streets renumbered, all buildings 
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have been located on these plans and their proper number 
assigned, that the water and assessors^ departments may make 
their assessments correctly. 

A number of streets crossing the Somerville-Cambridge 
boundary line should be renumbered, to prevent the incon- 
venience now caused the residents by the duplication of numbers. 

Street Monuments — In many of the preceding engineer's 
reports, the importance of setting stone bounds to properly mark 
the intersections of street lines and angles has been fully ex- 
plained. An appropriation sufficient to establish at least two 
hundred stone bounds in the sections of the city where they are 
most needed should be made and this work continued each year. 

Office Work — Plans, profiles, sections, calculations for as- 
sessments, etc., have been made for all sewers and sidewalks con- 
structed and streets accepted during the year. All house lot 
plans of Somerville filed at the Middlesex Registry of Deeds have 
been copied and all conveyances affecting the different assess- 
ments have been examined and recorded in this office for future 
reference.

Gentletnen: — In accordance with Chapter 9, Section 9 of 
the city ordinances, I herewith present to your honorable body 
a report of the work done and expense incurred, for the year 
ending December 31, 1898, by the departments under my 
charge and supervision, including Engineering, Sewers, Public 
Grounds, and other public works. 

ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT. 

Work in this department consists of the designing of all 
public engineering works and the superintending of the con- 
struction of sewers, bridges, parks, and various other special 
works of improvement ordered by the City Council from time 
to time; including the making of all surveys, plans, profiles, 
specifications, estimates, etc., for the several city departments 
and committees ; the furnishing of street lines, grades, and 
other information for property owners and builders ; the making 
of assessment plans and computing of assessments for sewers, 
sidewalks and streets ; and the locating, recording, and indexing 
of all work under the control of the City Engineer. 

The work of the Engineering department has increased 
materially the past year, owing to the greater amount of work 
done by the Sewer and Highway departments. 

Twenty-one assistants have been employed in the depart- 
ment as engineers on the various works during the year, eleven 
permanently, and others as the work required. All engineering 
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work has been paid from the engineering appropriation, with 
the exception of a portion of the work on the constructing of 
the large storm-water drains, the services of the engineer in 
charge, who was also an inspector, being charged to that 
account.

BRIDGES, SUBWAYS, AND GRADE CROSSINGS. 

Boston & Maine Railroad^ Southern or Lowell Division : — 
On the main line of this railroad there are no grade crossings 
in the city ; at Washington street the highway passes beneath 
the railroad, but at all other crossings on this line the high- 
ways cross by means of bridges. All but two of these bridges 
have been erected recently ; they are modern iron structures 
and are maintained by the railroad company. 

The new iron Bridges were built in the following years : — 
Washington street, 1887 ; Cross street, 1891 ; Walnut street, 
1896 ; Medford street, 1880 ; School street, old structure, to be 
rebuilt in 1899 ; Sycamore street, old structure ; Central street, 
1890 ; Cedar street, 1888 ; Broadway, 1893. 

At Lowell street there is at present no bridge, the old 
structure having been torn down by the railroad company a 
number of years ago. This bridge should be rebuilt, as there 
is no means of crossing the railroad between the Central 
street and Cedar street bridges, which are a half mile apart. 
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On the line of the Lexington and Arlington branch of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad, all the city's streets cross at grade 
and could be abolished at the present time at a comparatively 
small expense, while the land at most of these points is 
unobstructed by buildings and the income from the increased 
valuation in these localities would soon equal the city's original 
outlay. 

Fitchbiirg Railroad: — On the line of this railroad there 
are but three bridges, namely, at Prospect street, Washington 
street, and Beacon street. The Beacon street bridge will 
probably be rebuilt in 1899. It is designed to be of the full 
width of the roadway, 44 feet, with 10-foot sidewalks. 

The other two bridges are old structures, but will probably 
answer all purposes, with some repairing, until the matter of 
abolishing all grade crossings on the line of this railroad is 
determined. At Kent street and Sacramento street, there are 
subways for foot passengers only. 

At the present time there are ten streets within the city 
limits that are grade crossings on the line of the Fitchburg 
Railroad. These are not only dangerous, but cause much delay, 
and the railroad company and the city should unite in an 
attempt to abolish these crossings. During the past year con- 
siderable preliminary work has been accomplished. 

Broadway Bridge over Alewife Brook : — This is a stone 
arch, masonry bridge, in good repair, and is maintained jointly 
by this city and the town of Arlington. 

Bridges over Mystic River: — Middlesex avenue bridge is 
a wooden, pile bridge, with a draw, maintained by the cities of 
Somerville and Medford ; the bridge has been extensively 
repaired from year to year and will probably be replaced by a 
new, substantial structure in the near future, to conform with 
the Metropolitan boulevard constructed on either side of the 
river. Somerville's proportional part of maintenance for 1898 
was §701.17. 

Boston Avenue Bridge : — This is a wooden structure, rest- 
ing on stone abutments, and is in need of extensive repairs ; if 
a double line of electric railroad tracks should be laid in Boston 
avenue, and cross the Mystic River at this point, a new and 
permanent bridge should be erected the full width of the street. 
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SEWERS AND STORM-RELIEF DRAINS. 

Probably a far greater amount of construction work has 
been accomplished ^by the Sewer department during the past 
year than in any other previous year, as the money was avail- 
able for use early in the season, and large construction work was 
commenced in March and continued through December. The 
city has saved many thousands of dollars by doing this work at 
an opportune time, when materials were at their lowest prices 
and laborers out of employment on account of business 
depression. 

For many years past the sewers in certain sections of the 
city have been inadequate in times of heavy storms, and many 
cellars in the low areas have been badly flooded. 

The greater part of the work accomplished during the year 
has been the construction of long lines of storm-relief drains. 

In 1897 a portion of the main trunk outlet for storm water 
in the Eastern district of the city was completed in Winthrop 
avenue to Broadway, and in 1898 work on construction was 
continued from this point in opposite directions. A bell-mouth, 
or chamber, 15.5 feet long by 9 feet wide, was constructed by 
day labor, at the junction of Winthrop avenue and Broadway. 
The cost was ^75.00. From this chamber one line of storm 
drain was constructed on the northeasterly side of Broad- 
way, from Winthrop avenue to Cross street, and thence along 
the easterly side of Cross street to the junction of Pearl street ; 
this work was done by contract with Thomas H. Bryne. The 
structure is circular, built of concrete and brick masonry, 8 
feet 6 inches in diameter, and has overflow connections con- 
structed with the old sewerage system at different points on 
its route. 

The total length of this relief drain is 1,877.5 feet, and the 
cost §15,741.27. It provides relief from flooding for a district 
in East Somerville comprising about 147 acres. 

Another line of storm drain was constructed from the previ- 
ously mentioned chamber and extended on the southwesterly 
side of Broadway, from Winthrop avenue to Sargent avenuei 
thence on the easterly side of Sargent avenue to Sherman 
court, through Sherman court to Marshall street, thence alon^ 
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overflows, constructed at different points, connecting the dttj 
sewerage system. 

C. E. Trumbull & Co. were the contractors, and the tota} 
cost of construction amounted to -$18,259,94. 

The southerly and westerly portion of this same watershed 
area, in the vicinity of Union square, and westerly to the Cam? 
bridge line, being a very flat and low area, presents a more 
difficult problem in the city's drainage system. 

Within this area there arc many cellars at a lower elevation 
than tide-water, and whenever a heavy storm occurs, accom- 
panied with a high tide, some 700 cellars become more or less 
flooded by back sewage. To relieve this district, an entirely 
separate system of sewers has been designed for house drainage 
only, having its outlet into the metropolitan sewer, the present 
system to be used for storm drainage. 

A section of this separate sewer system, a part of the main 
trunk line, was constructed the past year, extending from the 
Metropolitan sewer at Poplar street, along the northeasterly 
side of Somerville avenue to Prospect street, a distance of 1,846 
feet. The work of construction was divided into two sections, 
the contractors being Timothy F. Crimmings and C. E. Trumbull 
& Co. The sewer is built of concrete and brick masonry, egg 
shaped, 3 feet and 3 inches by 2 feet and 2 inches in size, the 
total cost amounting to 816,168.03. 

By the extension of this separate system, with various 
branches, all cellars in the entire Somerville avenue and Con- 
cord square districts will be relieved from flooding during 
storms. Also to give partial relief in times of heavy rains to 
the present overcharged Somerville avenue sewer, a short sec- 
tion of storm-water drain should be constructed from Somer- 
ville avenue easterly to the present head of Miller's River, on 
the northeast side of the Boston & Lowell Railroad, at the 
East Cambridge line ; this outlet would be protected by auto- 
matic tide-gates. 

The past year sewers have been built in a section in the 
westerly part of the city, between Clarendon Hill and Alewife 
Brook ; these are small pipe sewers, constructed for house 
drainage only, and have their outlet into the Metropolitan 
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sewer. New sewers have been built and old ones rebuilt in 
various streets in different parts of the city, as required by 
petitions, during the year. 

METROPOLITAN SEWER CONNECTIONS. 

During the year 1898, four new connections have been 
made with the Metropolitan sewer mains, three in the vicinity 
of Alewife Brook, and the other at the junction of Somerville 
avenue and Poplar street. At present the city has within its 
limits, eight connections between the local system and the 
State sewer, and also two outlets for sewage from small 
districts through the cities of Cambridge and Medford. 

A connection should be made at North Union street for 
the district on Mount Benedict and vicinity, preventing the 
discharge of this sewage into Mystic River. 

About sixty-nine miles of sewers, having over eleven thou- 
sand house connections in the city, are connected with the 
Metropolitan sewer mains. The city's assessment for mainte- 
nance of the Metropolitan sewer for 1898 was $9,046.15, and 
on construction account, '^22,520.16. The total amount paid 
by the City of Somerville on account of construction and 
maintenance of the Metropolitan sewerage system has been 
8202,506.37. 

SEWERS AND STORM DRAINS CONSTRUCTED IN 1898. 

Nineteen sewers have been constructed during the year, a 
length of 14,975.3 feet (2.84 miles), at a total cost of 
133,240.92. One sewer, contracted for, remained uncom- 
pleted December 31, 1898. 

On thirteen of these sewers, assessments have been levied 
on the abutting land owners, amounting to $11,107.04; the 
remaining six sewers will be assessed the coming year. 

Eight thousand and seventy-six and nine-tenths feet (1.53 
miles) of storm-water drains, costing $70,584.81, have been con- 
structed during the year. 

The total cost of constructing the sewerage system in the 
city has amounted to about $843,200.00, and the total amount 
expended for storm-relief drains, exclusive of land damages, 
about $131,128.00. 
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CATCH-BASINS AND MISCELLANEOUS CONSTRUCTION WORK. 

Forty-two catch-basins have been built during the year 
1898, at a total cost of 81,715.22. 

The total number of catch-basins built in the city Decem- 
ber 31, 1898, is nine hundred and forty-one. 

By the addition of more basins on the streets in the locali- 
ties of the newly constructed storm drains, the highways of the 
city can be better maintained and at a less expense. 

Ten manholes have been constructed on a portion of the old 
sewerage system in the East Somerville district, east of Cross 
street, at a total cost of $272.33, for the purpose of inspecting 
and cleaning the sewers in this district. 

A temporary wooden tide-gate has been built at a cost of 
$296.65, in the Winthrop Avenue storm drain, at its outlet on 
Mystic avenue into the creek across the marsh lands ; this tide- 
gate will be permanently constructed at Middlesex avenue, 
when the storm drain is completed, in the place of the tide- 
water creek. 

The outlet to the Tannery Brook storm drain, in Cambridge, 
has been improved and extended during the year at a cost of 
$465.24. 

MAINTENANCE OF THE SEWERAGE SYSTEM, 1898. 

The general work and cost of maintaining the sewerage 
system of the city increases each year as more catch-basins are 
added, more connections with the Metropolitan sewer made, and 
additional lengths of sewers and storm drains constructed, all of 
which must be cleaned and flushed occasionally during the 
year. 

The cost of changing the line and grade and repairing man- 
holes, the cleaning of flooded cellars, the flushing, cleaning, 
repairing and general maintenance of sewers during the year 
1898, amounted to $3,641.61. 

The cost of changing the line and grade, repairing, clean- 
ing, flushing and general maintenance of catch-basins during 
the year 1898, amounted to $3,694.36. 

Permits were granted the past year for laying two hundred 
and eighty-six private drains connecting buildings with the 
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public sewers, and for the repairing of thirty-three old drains. 
All connections with the public sewers are made by licensed 
drain layers, under the direction of the city's inspector, and are 
located and recorded for future reference. The cost of inspec- 
tion, location and general supervision of house drains has 
amounted to S368.02. 

EXPENDITURES IN SEWER DEPARTMENT, 1898. 

The total cost of work done under Sewers Construction 
account during the year amounted to $108,507.71, which 
includes the amount expended for construction of storm-relief 
drains. 

The total cost of work done under Sewers Maintenance 
account during the year amounted to §7,703.99. 
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PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT. 

The public parks in the city have been maintained during 
the season of 1898 at about the same cost as the preceding 
year. Some changes have been made in the location and plant- 
ing of the various flowerbeds on the different parks. A rockery 
has been added in the pond on Broadway Park, which was 
decorated during the summer with tropical plants, water grasses 
and pond lilies. 

By an agreement, Florist J. W. Howard has furnished and 
maintained all flowers, plants, bulbs, bedding and shrubbery 
used on the public grounds during the season. 

The fence which surrounded the Parkway, in Broadway, has 
been removed, and an order was adopted by the City Council in 
December, authorizing the removal of the iron fence enclosing 
the Broadway Park, but nothing was done, on account of 
insufficient time. 

Some of the walks on Central Hill Park have been partially 
repaired during the year, but the steep walks leading to the 
railroad station are in an unsafe condition and should be recon- 
structed ; also an additional number of settees should be placed 
on the different parks. 

The matter of depositing ashes and refuse material on all 
parts of the Ward Two park has been restricted, and all dump- 
ing confined to Wyatt's pit, in one section of this park. 

During the winter months, Lincoln Park and Broadway Park 
have been flooded, and some excellent ice provided which has 
been enjoyed by crowds of skaters; at the Central Hill Park, 
Nathan Tufts Park and Broadway Park, special police service 
has been furnished throughout the entire season, the police 
officers being on duty during afternoons and evenings, which 
has raised the character and increased the popularity of the 
city's public grounds, the parks having been more liberally 
patronized during the past season by visitors and bicycle riders 
than ever before. 

In August the heirs of Nathan Tufts donated a new flag to 
be used on the old Powder House at Tufts Park. 

An order was adopted by the City Council, April 11, 1898, 
naming the two parcels of land, Sanborn Field and Wyatt's Pit, 
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in Ward Two, recently purchased by the city for park purposes, 
Lincoln Park, and also for the laying out and constructing of 
the park according to a certain plan. (A copy of this plan was 
printed in the report of 1897.) 

An appropriation of 85,000.00 was made for a partial con- 
struction of this park. A roadway, 40 feet in width and 1,220 
feet long, with an average fill of 3 feet 7 inches, has been sub- 
graded, the athletic field leveled over and put in condition for 
surfacing, sewers and drains constructed, and the portion of the 
field around the old pit partially graded and filled. According 
to an agreement in the purchase, the roadway in this park must 
be completed by July 1, 1899. The athletic field can be finished 
for use during the coming year. 

By an act of the Legislature, approved April 1, 1898, the 
City of Somerville was authorized to acquire and lay out land 
as a public park, located on the summit of Prospect Hill. 

During the year about one half of the land in the area for 
this proposed park was purchased, being the^Thompson Estate, 
located on the southwesterly side of Munroe (or High) street, 
opposite the intersections of Prospect Hill avenue and Green- 
ville street, and comprising 1.32 acres, the city paying $20,000.00 
for the land, and the taxes for 1898, amounting to $356.21. The 
remainder of the land for this park, the Hutchins and Jones 
Estates, may be purchased or taken any time within three years. 
The total area of this park will be 2.57 acres. 

A number of sketches and considerable data have been pre- 
pared during the last year on projected boulevards ; Chauncey 
and Winthrop avenues and a small piece of land from the north- 
east corner of Broadway Park have been taken by the Metro- 
politan Park Commission for the extension of the Fellsway 
boulevard to Broadway ; the construction of this boulevard was 
completed as far as Mystic avenue, by the State, during the 
year, and when the extension is completed, the city will have an 
entrance to the driveways through Middlesex Fells. 

Another proposed boulevard has been agitated, which would 
also be a direct entrance to the Fells ; beginning at Powder 
House square, opposite the Tufts Park, and extending north- 
westerly across Tufts College and other private lands, along the 
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easterly bank of Alewife brook, to near the junction of Boston 
avenue and Mystic River, at the city of Medford boundary line. 
The property owners on the line of this proposed boulevard will 
contribute the necessary land, with but one or two exceptions, 
and probably during the next year the matter will be definitely 
settled, the city being unable to take this land for boulevard 
purposes without first obtaining authority from the Legislature. 

When constructed, this drive would connect with the pro- 
posed boulevard extending from Mystic Lake along the banks of 
Mystic River to the Wellington bridge. On this river boulevard, 
considerable preliminary work was done the latter part of the 
year by the cities of Somerville and Medford in conjunction 
with the Metropolitan Park Commission. 

The total area maintained by the Public Grounds depart- 
ment amounts to 50.2 acres.

HIGHWAYS. 



Ten streets have been accepted during the year, an aggre- 
gate length of nine-tenths of a mile, making the total length of 
public streets, fifty-six and thirty-eight one-hundredths miles. 
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Seventeen private streets have been added the past year, 
making a total length of thirty-two and twenty-four one- 
hundredths miles. 

The sum total, public and private streets in the city, Decem- 
ber 31, 1898, is eighty-eight and sixty-two one-hundredths 
miles. 

During the year, eighteen thousand four hundred and 
thirty-two feet, or three and one-half miles, of edgestone have 
been set, and sixteen thousand nine hundred and eighty-seven 
yards of brick sidewalk constructed, making a total of about 
seventy-five and nine-tenths miles of edgestone and about 
fifty miles of brick sidewalk. 

About one fourth of a mile of paved streets have been con- 
structed the last year, making a total length of two and four- 
tenths miles of granite paved streets. 

The latter part of the year the City Council granted a 
location to the Massachusetts Pipe Line Gas Company for 
laying two 36-inch supply mains in the highways across the 
easterly end of the city ; the route extending from the Charles- 
town line through Washington street. Prospect street, Hough- 
ton street and Springfield street to Inman square, Cambridge. 

The work of laying these large gas mains will necessitate a 
number of changes in the city's pipes. 

WEBSTER AVENUE, PAVING. 

(Between Fitchburg R. R. and Cambridge Line.) 

During the year the remaining portion of Webster avenue 
has been paved with granite blocks, laid partly on a gravel 
foundation and partly on a concrete foundation, which com- 
pletes the paving of the street its entire length. The labor 
and materials were furnished by contract at the following 
cost : —

WATER WORKS. 

Lines, grades and miscellaneous data have been furnished 
the Water department when requested ; all street mains^ 
hydrants, gates, house services and connections have been 
accurately located and recorded in the Engineer's department, 
for future reference. 

A number of blow-off connections have been made with the 
sewerage system for the purpose of emptying, when necessarj', 
both the city's and Metropolitan water mains. 

The new high-service reservoir being constructed by the 
State, in Middlesex Fells, will be completed during the coming 
year, and this city will be supplied with high-service pressure 
direct from this reservoir through the Metropolitan mains ; this 
extra pressure can be utilized with benefit to this city in the 
matter of increased fire protection in the low areas by the con- 
struction of a separate system of high-pressure water mains 
covering the dangerous fire districts.

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REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER. 



Office of the City Engineer, > 

City Hall, Somerville, January 25, 1900. ) 

To His Honor, the Mayor, and the Board of Aldermen : — 

Gentlemen, — I herewith present to your honorable body a 
report of the work done and expense incurred for the year ending 
December 31, 1899, by the departments under my charge and 
supervision, including Engineering, Sewers, Public Grounds, and 
other public works. 

ENQINEERINQ DEPARTMENT. 

During the past year many preliminary plans and estimates 
of cost of various items of work have been made as required, lines 
and grades given for all construction work on sewers, sidewalks, 
streets, parks, water and gas mains, and other miscellaneous 
work. All sidewalk assessments have been computed, and plans 
and assessments made for sewers constructed. 

A large amount of work has been done in the city by different 
companies and corporations during the year, requiring inspection, 
locations, lines and grades from the Engineering department, and 
the alteration of many house drains, catch-basins, sewers, water 
services and mains. 

The Massachusetts Pipe Line Gas Company have laid two 
thirty-six-inch mains across the southerly section of the city, from 
the Charlestown line to the Cambridge line, a length of 6,840 feet. 
The New England Telephone and Telegraph Company have con- 
structed about ten miles of underground conduits in streets where 
their principal lines of poles exist, the city having the use of one 
duct for the city wires. The West End Street Railway Company 
have added a double track to their location in Somerville avenue 
and Elm street, a length of about 9,000 feet. 

A number of plans and miscellaneous data have been ac- 
quired in the matter of the abolition of grade crossings on the 
Fitchburg railroad, and the Lexington and Arlington branch of 
the Boston & Maine railroad in this citv, but no scheme or set of 
plans have been adopted as yet. 

Fourteen assistants have been employed in the department as 
engineers on the various works in progress during the year, ten 
permanently, and others as the work required. 
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All items of engineering work have been paid from the en- 
gineering appropriation, with the exception of a small amount on 
construction work, where the Engineer was used as an inspector.

There are a number of old streets in the citv where no well- 
defined street line exists, and many times the Engineering De- 
partment is called upon to give lines and grades for public im- 
provements, and have no recorded data or authority for the same ; 
at these various places ])lans should be made and adopted by the 
city, showing an established line and grade to be used in future 
work. 

At the intersections of streets and at angle points in streets 
stone bounds should be set, yearly, defining the lines and preserv- 
ing points that are being used continually, and would save consid- 
erable time and expense in the laying out of the city's work ; no 
bounds have been set for a nimiber of years past. 

All plans of streets submitted with petitions to the city for 
acceptance should be made on a imiform scale of forty feet to an 
inch, and the profile showing the grade on a vertical scale of four 
feet to an inch : this plan and grade should be approved by the 
city before obtaining releases for acceptance from the property 
owners. 

Bridges. — The railroad bridges and highway bridges within 
the city's limits are in the same general condition as stated in the 
Engineer's report for the year 1898. 
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SEWER DEPARTMENT. 



The principal work done on construction during the past 
year has been the extension of the so-called "separate system" 
sewers, designed for taking house drainage only (roof and 
ground water being excluded), the district benefited including a 
portion of the low, flat area in the southwesterly part of the city, 
in the vicinity of Concord square, where cellars have been badly 
flooded for a number of years past during storms, but can now 
be relieved by separate connections with the new sewers con- 
structed during the year. 

The above-referred-to district, together with the Somerville- 
avenue district, includes all the low-lying land south and west of 
Somerville avenue, and extending to the City of Cambridge 
boundary line ; within this section, in addition to the mere extent 
of area, unfavorable conditions prevail, due to physical causes, not 
encountered in other parts of the city. While some of the exist- 
ing sewers are of comparatively large size and capacity, the fact 
remains that their outlet during storms through the sewerage sys- 
tem of the city of Camlmdge is practically at the level of mean 
low w-ater, and many of the cellars in this area are below high 
tide, so that the sewers in an area of this extent and character, 
running under pressure (due either from excessive rainfall or to 
high tides), results in back water in the house drains and the flood- 
ing of cellars, there being about 900 in this entire area so affected 
under the most unfavorable conditions. 

This separate system to receive the house drainage provides 
for new pipe sewers, of greatly reduced size from the present struc- 
tures, built in each street ; in manv cases two sewers, one under 
each sidewalk, are designed, and when wholly completed the en- 
tire S^ea, where low cellars exist and flooding is now experienced, 
will Oe relieved. All of the storm water from the entire area and 
the house sewage from the high portion will continue to be dealt 
with by the existing combined sewers. This "separate system** 
should be extended westerly in Somerville avenue as rapidly as 
possible, that relief from flooding of cellars may be obtained for 
a district in the vicinity of Spring and Relmont streets. 

In conjunction with this work it is proposed to relieve the 
eight-foot Somerville-avenue sewer main in times of heavy storms 
by an overflow drain at the East Cambridge boundary line, having 
its outlet into Miller's river ; as a part of this structure would pass 
through a small section of Cambridge, it was necessary to have 
an act passed by the Legislature giving the City of Somerville 
rights outside of the city limits. This act was approved April 15, 
1899, with the proviso that the State Board of Health should first 
approve of the city's plans : these, with a general description of 
the work contemplated and other miscellaneous data, wore duly 
submitted, and in December a reply was received from the State 
Board of Health not approving of an outlet into Miller's river. 
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This river is the city's only available tide water overflow in 
times of stomis for a very large area, and was also originally the 
outlet for this drainage area, and the State Board of Health, in 
refusing this application, is causing the city a great inconvenience 
and heavy expense, as well as giving an erroneous report on the 
matter, while the cities of Cambridge and Boston are discharging 
polluted water through over forty sewer overflows, varying in 
size from one foot to eight feet in diameter, into the Charles river 
(a stream having the same tides and salt water as Miller's river), 
all of which are contaminated many times more than the one 
overflow asked for by this city. 

This overflow into Miller's river would only be in operation 
a few times a year, and the discharge a portion of the same that 
now reaches Charles river; the same structure proposed to be 
built would, in the future, take care of all storm water from this 
area, when the city has been put entirely on the "separate sys- 
tem," which is being accomplished each year as the appropriation 
will allow. 

Another storm water overflow outlet in the easterly section 
of the city, across the marsh lands of the Reed Heirs and the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad Company, into Mystic river, should be 
completed at an early date. 

Sewers and Drains Constructed in 1899. 

Sewers have been constructed during the year on the **sepa« 
rate system" in the vicinitj^- of Concord square and the adjacent 
streets, varying in size, the largest being twenty-two inches by 
thirty-three inches brick and the smallest a six-inch pipe, the total 
length laid amounting to 15,300 linear feet (2.9 miles) ; the entire 
length of this new system constructed to date is 3.25 miles. 

iMfteen pipe sewers have been laid in different parts of the 
city, as petitioned for at various times during the year, a combined 
length of 5,051).] feet. Record plans have been made showing 
all locations, and assessments have been levied on the abutting 
land owners; also four sewers, built in 1898, have been assessed. 
The total len<^th of sewers constructed during the year was 
20,359.1 feet (3.86 miles). 

A storm relief drain has been laid in School street, between 
Summer street and Berkeley street, a Icn^h of 437 feet, and over- 
flow connections constructed with the old sewers. In Otis street 
and Albion street short lengths of pipe drains have been laid to 
provide for storm water; the total length of storm drains laid 
during the year amounting to 1.065 linear feet. 

Seventy-nine catch-basins have been built during the year in 
different parts of the city, at a cost of $3,038.65 ; this does not 
include nineteen that were constructed on tlie line of the Powder- 
House Boulevard. 

The total cost of work done under Sewers Construction ac- 
count during the year amounted to $24,100.00. 
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The total length of sewers in the city is seventy-two and 
three-quarters miles, and the total cost of constructing has been 
about $862,600.00. 

Total length of storm drains in the city, three miles ; total 
cost of construction, $132,637.00. 

Total number of catch-basins in the city, 1,039. 

In the table showing sewers built in 1899 will be found an 
itemized statement of construction and cost. 

netropolltan Sewer Connections. 

No new connections were made with the Metropolitan sewer- 
age system during 1899. The local system has eight connections 
within the city's limits and two outlets through other cities, one 
discharging in Medford and the other through Cambridge, con- 
necting with the Metropolitan mains; there are about seventy- 
two miles of the city's sewers discharging through these ten out- 
lets and taking the house drainage of over 11.300 buildings. 

Somerville's assessment for maintenance of the Metropolitan 
system for 1899 was $13,579.65, and on construction account, 
$29,278.44; the total paid the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
by this city for the construction and maintenance of the Metro- 
politan sewerage system, to date, amounts to $245,364.40. 

An area of about twenty-one acres in the vicinitv of Mt. 
Benedict, East Somerville, is the only district in the city not con- 
nected with the Metropolitan sewer; a connection should be 
made at North Union street, preventing the discharge of this 
sewage into Mystic river. 

Maintenance of the Sewerage System, 1899. 

A force of men are kept continually cleaning and Hushing the 
catch-basins and sewer mains, and repairing the old structures 
throughout the city ; this work increases each year as new work 
is added to the system, and is one of the most important items in 
the city's wxlfare^ its sanitary condition. 

Three hundred and twelve permits were granted licensed 
drainlayers for connecting house drains with the public sewers 
during the year, and for the repairs and alterations of eighty-six 
old drains. 

Fifty-five drains were changed, eleven catch-basins rebuilt, 
and two sewers constructed on the line of work where the Massa- 
chusetts Pipe Line Gas Company's mains were laid in this city; 
thirty drains and a number of catch-basins were altered where the 
New England Telephone and Telegraph Company's underground 
conduits were constructed. 

The inspection of sewers, drains, and alterations on the line 
of work where the Massachusetts Pipe Line Cias Company's 
mains were laid amounted to $3(5 kll. and on the line of work 
where the New England Telephone and Telegraph Company's 
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conduits were constructed amounted to $75.93, the city being 
imbursed the above amounts by the respective companies. 

The cost of inspecting and locating private house drains 
connections with sewer mains has been $485.55. 

The cost of changing the line and grade and repairing mi 
holes, the flushing, cleaning, repairing, and general maintenj 
of the sewer mains during the year amounted to $3,338.79. 

The cost of changing the line and grade, repairing, cleanii 
flushing, and general maintenance of catch-basins during the y< 
amounted to $4,088. 

The total cost of work done under Sewers Maintenance 
count during the year, including rent of water course, amount 
to $9,181.66. 

An itemized statement of cost will be found in the report 
the Committee on Sewers. 

PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT. 

Work on the completion of Lincoln Park was commem 
early in the season, and carried on during the year from time 
time, as materials could be obtained at the best advantage on 
various parts of work. Large quantities of filling material hai 
been obtained by cars on the Fitchburg railroad, and all suqJi 
earth excavated from the sewer, gas, telephone, and otHt 
trenches has been deposited in Wyatt's Pit, in all about 30,i 
cubic yards, the past year. 

The filthy water in the pit was pumped out, the bottom co^ 
ered with gravel, the sides cleaned, regraded, and fenced, and 
dumping of rubbish and refuse material has been prohibited, 
that now the enclosed pond is an additional attraction to the n( 
park. The grading of the athletic field has been completed, ad 
the field used during the last season for games, the drivewaj 
around the playgrounds has been macadamized, catch-basins C( 
structed, and trees and shrubbery planted at intervals on tl 
roadway and walks. 

In a few years' time this park will be one of the most attra( 
tive open spots in the city, and will have one of the best athletw 
fields in the vicinity; the amount expended on construction dui 
ing the vear was $10,00().83, and the total cost of construct!

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Two areas, one located on Webster avenue, near the Cam- 
bridge city line, the other corner of Somerville avenue and Kent 
street, both formerly schoolhouse lots, have been laid out as small 
parks the past year. The land has been regraded and loamed, 
grass seed sown, walks constructed, and shrubbery planted, the 
entire cost amounting to $062.95. 

The general maintenance of the public erounds has been 
carried on in different sections of the city similar to the past few 
years. Florist J. W. Howard has furnished beds of bulbs, 
flowers, foliage plants, and shrubbery, in their season, on the vari- 
ous parks ; the pond in Broadway Park during cold weather has 
been kept in condition for skating, also an area on Elm street 
and Lincoln Park have been flooded for skating purposes. 

The parks have had special police service throughout the 
year, and a number of minor changes for improvement have been 
made on the different grounds. The iron fence that surrounded 
Broadway Park has been removed and sold, the Metropolitan 
Park Commission taking the streets (Winthrop and Chauncey 
avenues) on either side and completing them as boulevards. 

The total area maintained by the Public Grounds Depart- 
ment is 51.7 acres.

Powder-House Boulevard. 

During the year 1899, by authority from the Legislature, the 
city has taken land for a boulevard in the westerly part of the city, 
extending from Powder-house square northwesterly across land 
of Tufts College, crossing Packard avenue, land of Teele, crossing 
Curtis street, land of Dow and Blaney and Robinson, crossing 
North street, thence along the easterly bank of Alcwife brook to 
the jMedford city hne, at the junction of Mystic river and the 
brook, a length of 7,-^0() feet. All but one parcel of land (the 
exception being a valuable house lot) was given by the different 
owners for boulevard purposes. 

This boulevard, when completed, is to have a driveway forty 
feet in width, bordered on each side with grass plots seven feet 
-wide, sidewalks eight feet in width, and between the sidewalks

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and house lots a planting space for trees, five feet wide, making: 
the total width of the boulevard eighty feet ; also there are restric- 
tions placed on the adjoining land as to location, cost, and char- 
acter of buildings to be erected. 

In October work on constniction w-as commenced, and the 
roadway, forty feet in w-idth, was subgraded as far westerly as 
North street, a length of 4,300 feet ; drains, culverts, and catch- 
basins were constnicted, and the loam stripped on the sides. The

HIGHWAYS. 

During the year 181)0 nineteen streets were accepted, an 
aggregate length of 11,029 feet, making the total length of public 
streets (>(>.ll miles; a number of private streets have been added,, 
making a total of 30.50 miles, and a sum total, public and private 
streets in the citv, January 1, 1000, 00. TO miles. 

Lines, grades, and estimates have been given the past year 
for setting 13,001.1: linear feet (2 AS miles) of new edgestone. and 
for the laying of ISjO-^I.S square yards of new brick sidewalks, 
making a total length in the city of 78.4 miles sidewalks, with 
edgestono, and 5*2 1* miles of brick sidewalks. 

Three thousand one hundred square feet of crosswalks have 
been laid, about one-half being of vitrified brick. 

Considerable repair work on sidewalks has been done during 
the year, l.K) miles of edgestone have been reset, 6,300 square 
yards of brick walks have been relaid, and 4,800 square feet of 
crosswalks relaid. 

One-third of a mile of ])aved street was constructed the past 
year, making a total of t^.TT) miles of streets paved with granite 
blocks; and there arc about forty-eight miles of macadamized 
streets in the city. 

A new iron bridge has been constructed over the Fitchburg 
railroad tracks at the junction of r*eacon street and Somerville 
avenue: this modern structure is of the full width of the street, 
having sidewalks on either si<le ten feet in width, and tw'O road- 
ways, each twenty-two feet in width, with the electric car tracks 
placed in the centre. Hie old bridge was a narrow, w*ooden 
structure. 

Washington street has been paved on the northerly side, be- 
tween the Ciiarlestown line and Tufts street, WMth granite blocks

12 ANNUAL REPORTS. 

WATER DEPARTMENT. 

Th^ Engineering Department has located all new water 
mains extended and all mains relaid in the various streets, a total 
length of about seven miles, and located accurately all hydrants, 
gates, and house services. 

During the year there were 248 of these house services, which 
have been recorded in the office and plotted on plans for future 
reference. All blow-off connections for emptying the water 
mains into the sewerage system have been inspected and located. 

Lines, grades, and miscellaneous information have been 
given whenever requested by the Water Department. 

A new map of the entire city on a scale of 200 feet to an inch 
has been made for the Water Department, showing all water 
mains, gates, hydrants, and blow-off connections, the high service 
mains being shown in T)ne color and the low service by another. 

An itemized account of the work done will be found in the 
report of the Water Department.

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PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT. 

The parks and playgrounds of the city have been maintained 
at a comparatively small expense for the pleasure and benefit de- 
rived by the children and citizens ; park police have been pro- 
vided throughout the year, and during the winter ponds main- 
tained for skating. 

The athletic field at Lincoln park has been in constant use 
for ball games and other sports ; a new running and bicycle track 
has been constructed of four and one-half laps to the mile, and 
an appropriation made for an out-doors' gymnasium. The city's 
lot at the comer of Broadway and Cedar street has been partially 
graded for a ball field, and when completed will give that section 
of the city a long-desired playground. 

An appropriation has been made for laying out an athletic 
field on a section of the Tufts College land, lying between Broad- 
way and the Powder-house boulevard, opposite Tufts park ; alsa 
an appropriation has been made for purchasing the remaining 
land of about one and one-fourth acres on Prospect hill to com- 
plete this park area. 

The water tower that was located on top of Spring hill has 
been removed and the area will be converted into a small pleas- 
ure park. 

On Central hill the location of the lines of the old French 
redoubt has been established and stone bounds set locating the 
angle points of the old breast-works. A descriptive tablet has 
been placed on the present **battery wall" showing the location of 
these bounds, lettered, for future historical reference. 

The total area in the city maintained as parks and play- 
grounds is 52.1 acres.

Grades have been given for relaying 3,836 square yards of 
the old granite block paving in Union square ; this work will last 
for a few years, but the square eventually should be laid with a 
less noisy and less dusty pavement, the prepared wooden block 
paving, similar to that just laid on Harvard bridge. A pave- 
ment of this kind, cleaned during the night and properly cared 
for, would give the business section of this square what is desir- 
able ; and in other sections of the city a bituminous macadam 
coulcl be laid to advantage, both as a wearing surface and as to 
cost. 

A number of street names have been changed during the 
year, new .streets numbered, and various old streets re-numbered. 
All buildings throughout the entire city were numbered previous 
to May first for the benefit of the assessors' department. 

The total length of public streets in the city amounts to 
63.088 miles and private streets 28.822 miles. 

Lines and grades have been given for laying over three 
miles of new water mains, and all hydrants, gates, and water ser- 
vices accurately located and recorded in this office for future 
reference. 

All plans filed at the Registry of Deeds, East Cambridge, 
showing property in Somerville, have been copied and indexed, 
and abstracts made from all deeds where assessments have been 
levied for sewers and sidewalks constructed and streets accepted. 

Eight granite tablets, suitably inscribed, have been made and 
are to be erected in different parts of the city to mark historical 
points of interest. 

A set of block plans could be made of the entire city from 
accurate surveys made during the past twenty-five years and 
compared, section by section, with the deed dimensions and areas 
recorded in the Assessors' Department, and in this manner the 
correct areas of land always determined : this set of plans would 
also be of value to the water department and various other city 
departments, and would more than pay for the cost of making. 

Grade Crossings and Bridges. — Nothing definite has been 
decided on the question of abolition of grade crossings on the 
line of the Fitchburg division in this city, as the best means of 
separating the present grades of the different railroads and the 
city's street at Somerville avenue has not been determined, it in- 
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volving the question of possible grade changes of the Lowell 
division of the Boston & Maine railroad, as well as the Grand 
Junction railroad in Cambridge. But the matter of abolishing 
the crossings between Webster avenue and Beacon street could 
be carried on in the mean time, if it was so decided, as this work 
can be treated wholly independent of the other grade crossings. 

On the line of the Boston & Lowell division, two old bridges 
should be rebuilt immediately, namely, at School street and Syca- 
more street, and some conclusion should be arrived at with the 
Boston & Maine railroad corporation as to the construction of a 
new bridge at Lowell street, a most important crossing in the 
centre of our city, and eventually will be one of the principal 
cross-town streets. 

Plans have been made which contemplate constructing a 
new pile bridge with a paved roadway over Mystic river just west 
of the Middlesex avenue bridge. This new structure is- to be 
built under the direction of the Metropolitan Park Commission, 
and will be used jointly for boulevard travel and teaming pur- 
poses. Somerville has proposed the changing of the present 
established pier, or building line, shortening the length of the 
bridge, improving the river front and filling in the mud flats ; at 
the same time it is proposed to widen the Fellsway drive on the 
westerly side, about seventy-two feet, which will make a broad 
approach to the new bridge. 

Record plans have been made of all new work constructed in 
the city during the year, and many plans, estimates, etc., made 
for committees as required.

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SEWER DEPARTMENT. 



Considerable was accomplished during the past year in the 
matter of procuring permanent drainage rights in property be- 
longing to the Boston & Maine railroad corporation, two im- 
portant agreements between the city and railroad company hav- 
ing been signed, which have been in an unsatisfactory state for 
a number erf years past. 

One a matter of a large expenditure by the railroad com- 
pany in constructing for the city a permanent outlet across marsh 
land east of Middlesex avenue into Mystic river for the purpose 
of draining storm water in the eastern district of the city ; prob- 
ably this outlet will be constructed during the coming year. 

The other location obtained is along the northeasterly side 
of the Lexington & Arlington branch division of the Boston & 
Maine railroad, between Holland street and Willow avenue, 
where the city has been permitted to construct a large storm 
water relief drain. This circular structure, thirty inches and 
twenty-four inches in diameter, respectively, has been completed 
its entire length, about one-half a mile, and overflow connections 
constructed at various points with the overcharged drainage sys- 
tem in this section, and will give relief to many cellars that have 
been badly flooded in times of storms, especially along Morrison 
avenue and vicinity. 

The "Tannery Brook Drain" outlet in the city of Cambridge 
has been improved and extended through private lands, by agree^ 
ment with the respective owners, thereby completing a portion ol 
the work coaiimenced in 1896 for draining a large area in the 
westerly part of the city and settling a disputed question of water 
rights on the line of the old brook. 

The Ceflar-street sewer lias been enlarged for storm drainage 
purposes between Sartwell avenue and Highland avenue, to pre- 
vent the flooding of cellars along this line. The top of the old 
24-inch sewer was removed and a new arch constructed of 
larger dimensions increasing the capacity sufficiently to carry off 
all storm water. In connection with this re-construction two 
parallel pipe sewers were laid and the house drains connected in 
the low section of the street to prevent any backing up of sewage 
during heavy storms ; these 8-inch pipe sewers can be used in 
the future for "separate system" sewers. 

A 24-inch pipe drain has been laid in Somerville avenue, 
between Belmont street and Lowell street, with which all catch 
basins l)et\vcen these points have been connected, and the street 
water carried off in times of storms, relieving the flooding experi- 
enced heretofore on account of the old sewer being of insuflScient 
capacity. 

The length of storm drains constructed during the year was 
4,676.2 feet, and cost $17,423.97, and the following table show's 
the locations : —

The new "separate system" sewers (which take house drain- 
age only into the Metropolitan system) have been extended dur- 
ing the year in the southwesterly part of the city ; generally being 
laid on both sides of the street under the sidewaJks, and when 
the house drains in this district have been connected with the 
new sewers and the proper alterations made with the roof water 
connections, many cellars will be relieved which are now flooded 
at times. 

Ten of the "separate system" sewers have been laid in vari- 
ous streets in this section during the season, a total length of 
7,463.3 feet, and cost $11,063.22, for which no assessments are 
levied. (See table of sewers.) 

In various parts of the city new sewers have been laid as 
petitioned for during the year, and assessments levied on the 
property benefited. These sewers were constructed in twelve 
different streets, a total length of 5,015.7 feet, and cost $5,927.10; 
the assessments amounted to $2,953.10, leaving a net cost to the 
city of $2,974.00. (See table of sewers.) 

The length of sewers constructed in 1901, separate and com- 
bined systems, was 12,590.2 feet (2.385 miles). The total length 
of sewers in the city amounts to eighty miles, and the cost of con- 
struction has been $923,600, and the total length of storm drains 
constructed 3.91 miles, costing $153,400. 

Forty-six new catch basins have been constructed during 
the past year, costing $2,229.20, making a total of 1,164 catch 
basins in the city for street drainage purposes. The cost of con- 
structing thirty catch basins on the new Powder-house boule- 
vard has been charged to this sewer account. 

Metropolitan Sewer Connections. — Sewers in a section of 
the city comprising about twenty-one acres in the vicinity of 
North Union street have been entered into the Metropolitan 
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sewer by the construction of a "regulator chamber," and con- 
nections, this being the only portion of the city's sewer system 
that had not been connected with the state sewer. 

The cost of this connection, including the laying of 110 feet 
of 18-inch pipe sewer, was $1,662.29.

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a leaky condition, and tide water at times is forced through the 
bottom and sides of this structure, and will require extensive re- 
pairs. There are a number of old sewers that will have to be 
rebuilt in the near future. 

There are about six miles of sewers in the city that have been . 
built in previous years by land owners and are termed private 
sewers. Occasionally some of these sewers become clogged up 
or damaged, and the residents on the street apply to the sewer 
department for help in the matter of removing the deposit and 
repairing the damage. 

As these sewers enter the city's mains and are practically a 
part of the sewerage system, they should be taken by the city, 
inspected, thoroughly repaired, or reconstructed, and treated as 
public sewers, so that the entire system may be owned and main- 
tained by the city.

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PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT. 

The various parks and playgrounds of the city have been 
maintained throughout the past year in the usual manner ; ponds 
kept in condition for skating during the winter months, baseball 
and football grounds provided, and on the principal parks suit- 
able flower beds, plants, etc., furnished in their seasons, and park 
police maintained. 

At Lincoln park an out-doors' gymnasium has been added, 
with all the modem apparatus, and as soon as material is avail- 
able the running track will be extended along the roadway to 
Perr}' street, making a fine **straight-away" for the short running 
events. A drinking fountain has been placed in the driveway op- 
posite Qark street. In the course of time a modem building can 
be added to this athletic field that will combine dressing rooms, 
swimming tank, and various in-doors apparatus, making this park 
one of the most complete athletic fields to be found in any city. 

The playgrounds on Somerville avenue at Kent street have 
been regraded and surfaced over with red gravel ; swings, flying 
rings, and other apparatus added, and a drinking fountain 
erected. 

The grounds on Spring hill, between Belmont and Lowell 
streets (formerly stand-pipe location), have been regraded, a 
drinking fountain added, and settees, flower beds, etc., provided. 

A small area at the junction of Broadway and Main street 
on Winter hill has been purchased for park purposes, on which 
will probably be erected a statue of Paul Revere at some future 
time; the laying out of a street across private property on the 
northerly side of this triangular lot would make it of more value 
to the city as a park. 

A piece of land comprising about 4.4 acres located between 
Broadway and the Powder-house boulevard, near Tufts park, has 
been leased to the city for a term of ten years for an athletic field ; 
the city is to grade and fence the property and construct seats 
and dressing rooms. A portion of the field has been graded and 
will be completed in the early spring. 

Another ball field in process of construction is located at 
the corner of Broadway and Cedar street, and the grading will be 
completed within a short time. 

The lot of land at Glen and Oliver streets could be improved 
in shape, as a playground, by exchanging an area of the city's 
lot at the corner of Oliver street for the vacant land in the rear 
of the present lot; also the enlargement of the Webster-avenue 
lot by taking the land through to Columbia street would make 
this small playground more desirable. 

Arrangements have been made for obtaining the remaining 
land for the Prospect-hill park, and a proposed plan of laying 
out as an historical and pleasure park made. If laid out as de- 
signed, a roadway will connect over the hill and through the park

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The average cost for the year of setting edgestone has been 
seventy-nine cents per linear foot and brick walks eighty-eight 
cents per square yard. 

Lines and grades have been given, measurements taken and 
computations made for the laying out and constructing of new 
streets, the reconstructing and repairing of old streets. 

Lines and grades have been given the Water Department 
when requested. 

Sixteen thousand one hundred and fifty feet of new mains 
with hydrants and gates have been located ; 190 water services lo- 
cated and sketches made showing the buildings, services, gates, 
etc., for the water office. 

A number of stone bounds have been set in concrete at street 
intersections and angles, for permanently defining street lines, 
and there are about one hundred more of these bounds that 
should be set in various parts of the city. 

The Cambridge and Charlestown gas, electric light and 
street railway companies have filed plans showing locations in 
the city's streets of mains and tracks laid and poles erected, as 
required by the city ordinances. 

The Boston Elevated Street Railway has petitioned the city 
for a double track location in Mystic and Middlesex avenues, ex- 
tending from the Boston city line to the Medford city line at 
Mystic River. The laying of these tracks will necessitate the 
filling to grade, macadamizing and constructing of these avenues 
to their full width, sixty-six and sixty feet, respectively. 

Bridges, Subways, and Grade Crossings. The old bridge 
over the Boston and Maine railroad at Sycamore street has been 
removed, new granite abutments constructed and a modem iron 
bridge built, giving the city a forty-foot street (including side- 
walks) over the railroad. Owing to the delay in obtaining the 
iron work on this bridge the construction of the bridge over the 
railroad at School street was postponed, but this will be built the 
coming year, the railroad company bearing the total expense of 
constructing these bridges. 

When these two bridges are completed, the city and railroad 
company will no doubt make a satisfactory agreement for the 
construction of a new highway bridge at Lowell street, a most 
important cross-town street in the centre of the city. 

Plans and estimates have been made for constructing a sub- 
way for foot passengers at the Thorndikc street crossing at West 
Somerville, and when all details are agreed upon with the railroad 
company the time of completion will be short and the cost of con- 
struction comparatively small. This structure is to be eight feet 
wide and seven feet high (inside dimensions), with white enamel 
brick facing and granite steps at the entrances. 

On the Fitchburg division of the Boston and Maine railroad 
a dangerous crossing exists at Somerville avenue, and its aboli- 
tion has been a matter of discussion for a number of years past. 
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The expense to the city for changing this crossing, while large, is 
small when compared with the total cost and amount of work in- 
volved by the railroad companies. 

The separation of grades would necessarily extend into the 
city of Cambridge, and involves the interests of two cities, two 
steam railroads, one electric railroad, and two large slaughter 
houses. Some feasible plan must first be agreed upon by the 
above parties, vitally interested; these two heavy traffic railroad 
companies, the Fitchburg division of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road and the Grand Junction division of the Boston and Albany 
railroad, must devise some plan of separating their railroad cross- 
ings as well as the cities of Somerville and Cambridge, their re- 
spective highway crossings ; also at the same time the crossing at 
Medford street would have to be changed, but the remaining 
street crossings on the Fitchburg division, seven in number, 
could be abolished independently of the Somerville avenue and 
Medford street work. 

There are six grade crossings within the city limits on the 
Lexington and Arlington branch of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road system, but any contemplated change in grade would re- 
quire the co-operation of the city of Cambridge in the matter, as 
the abolition of these crossings necessitates a similar change in 
Cambridge; no definite plan has as yet been adopted. 

A new bridge is being constructed by the Metropolitan Park 
Commission over Mystic river, on the line of the Fells Boulevard 
and Middlesex avenue, the old bridge to be removed after the 
completion of the new work. The length of the new pile struc- 
ture on the Somerville side of the river will be some two hundred 
feet less than at present, owing to the change in the shore line, re- 
quested by our city, so that the mud flats now exposed at low tide 
may be filled to a proper grade and the banks of the river im- 
proved at this locality ; it will also give the city more taxable area 
and property.

In the construction of sewers the past year a portion of the 
work has been done by the city, employing day labor, and the re- 
mainder by contractors; day lal)or being employed on the diffi- 
cult work and where unknowni obstacles were to be encountered. 

/ The "sejjarate system" sewers (those built for house drain- 

/ age only) have been extended during the past year in various 
streets in difTerent sections of the city. 

One of the main lines has been extended at the westerly end 
of Washington street to l>eact)n street and completed in Beacon 
street, on the northeasterly side, as far as wSacramento street : from 
this main line the laterals can be constructed as desired. This

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The entire length of the city's drainage system is over 
eighty-seven miles and the cost of construction has been about 
$1,105,943.00. 

Sixty-four new catch basins have been constructed during 
the year, at an average cost of $51.51 per basin, making a total of 
1,228 catch basins in the city for street drainage purposes. 

The city's assessment for the Metropolitan system for the 
year was $29,919.09 on construction and $15,241.16 for mainte- 
nance. In the City Engineer's report for 1901 tables are g^ven 
showing the total number of the city's connections with the Met- 
ropolitan Sewerage system and the total amounts paid the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for construction and maintenance of 
the North Metropolitan Sewerage system; and a table showing 
the length and cost of the **separate system" sewers built in Som- 
erville and connected with this Metropolitan system.

The maintenance of the city's drainage system, which in- 
cludes all sewers, storm drains, and a net work of catch basins all 
over the city is probably as intricate a system as can be found in 
any city in the state and reqtiires continuous labor in cleaning, 
flushing, repairing, etc., to be kept in working order. 

About <),-l()0 cubic vards of material have been removed from 
catch basins and sewers during the past year, and about one hun- 
dred blow-off connections from the water mains opened and the 
sL'wers flushed. F'ifty-six catch basins have been repaired, grade 
changed or rebuilt ; forty-seven manholes, line or grade changed, 
and twenty-three sewers and storm drains repaired. 

During the year three hundred and twenty-one permits have 
been issued to licensed drain layers for connecting buildings with 
the main sewers, twenty-six being for repairs ; all of the work 
being done imder the supervision of the city's inspector. There 
are about 1?,300 private drain connections with the city's drain- 
age system. 

Two of the city's largest outlets for storm drainage are 
through the city of Cambridge into tide w-ater; the one for the 
southeasterly section of the city, extending through East Cam- 
bridge and discharging into Charles river, was constructed many 
years ago, Somerville paying five-ninths of the cost for building 
this brick structure, and has paid five-ninths of the cost of main- 
tenance of this outlet for nearlv thirtv vears, imder an act <rf the 
Legislature. 

During the past year this outlet was cleaned and a section 
of the river dredged, Somerville's proportion of the expense 
amounting to nearly $1,000.00. Tliis act should be changed so 
that Somerville \\\\\ not be compelled to pay more than her pro- 
portionate part, the prevailing conditions being far different from 
what existed many years ago, when the present act was passed.

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The principal parks and grounds have had the usual display 
of plants and flowers in their seasons and the skating fields kept 
in condition during the winter. Brown-tail moth nests were re- 
moved from trees on all of the grounds early in the year. 

At Lincoln Park a large portion of tlie old Wyatt's clay pit 
has been filled, so that a two hundred and twenty yard straight- 
away running track can be constructed. This park is principally 
devoted to athletics, there being a first-class outdoors' gymna- 
sium, ball field and bicycle track. 

Public tennis courts have been laid out and constructed on 
the College avenue playgrounds, opposite Morrison avenue. 

The Powder House l>oulevard ha.s l)een in constant use. it 
being the shortest route through Somerville to the Mystic Valley 
boulevard of the Metropolitan system, and should be taken and 
maintained by the state, as it will be practically a part of the sys- 
tem when the present Metropolitan driveway is constructed 
southerly along Mystic river. 

Twenty-five hundred dollars has been turned over to the 
Public Grounds Department, which was left to the city by the 
will of Joseph F. Wilson. It has been decided to use this money 
in the building of a rockery and l)asin, around which a number of 
drinking fountains will be placed and constructed so tliat it may 
be illuminated when desired : this structure to be erected on Cen- 
tral Hill Park, in front of the "Battery" on Highland avenue.

Qeneral Work. The number of assistants employed during 
the year has varied according to the amount of work, the regular 
department force being ten and the maximum number employed 
fourteen. 

The office work has been continued on the same general 
system as in past years, all survey notes and records of sewers, 
drains, highway work, water works, etc., have been indexed, all 
plans of estates in Somerville filed at the registry of deeds. East 
Cambridge, have been copied and indexed, and all new plans of 
work made in the office recorded for future reference. 

Titles have been examined and abstracts from deeds made 
at the East Cambridge registry for the purpose of assessing on 
the property owners of estates assessable for the construction of 
new highways, sidewalks, and sewers; and amounts computed 
and schedules of assessments made out for the proportional part 
of the cost of construction. 

A number of street names have been changed and new street 
numbering plans have been made, old plans revised, houses 
plotted and numbers affixed to buildings throughout the entire 
city. There are many streets, avenues, courts, and places in the 
city of the same or very similar name, which should be changed 
to prevent the confusion and inconvenience now existing. 

During the year the department has made plans and estab- 
lished grades for the acceptance under the betterment act, of eight 
new public streets, a total length of one mile ; all of these plans 
have been copied and filed at the Middlesex registry as required 
by law. A portion of these streets have been graded and macad- 
amized and assessments levied. 

In conjunction with the acceptance and laying out of Claren- 
don avenue as a public highway by the city, agreements have 
been executed with the abutting owners of ledge property so that 
blasting and the removal of stone from this ledge can be carried 
on under certain restrictions, and when the work is entirely com- 
pleted the present dangerous and unsightly ledge-hole, over 
which there has been so much controversy in the past as to blast- 
ing rights, will have been improved in appearance and the city's 
valuation increased in this locality. 

A number of plans have been made and photographs taken 
at the request of the city solicitor, for the various departments, 
to be used in court cases and hearings where accidents have oc- 
curred and the city's interests were involved or damages claimed 
bv reason of some work done bv the citv. 

Surveys and plans have. been made for the purpose of ac- 
quiring land for new public buildings, and lines and grades given 
for construction work on new schoolhouses and fire stations.

A large amount of engineering services has been required 
in making plans and profiles, and laying out and constructing the 
new park and observation tower on Prospect Hill and new play- 
grounds in different sections of the city. 

Lines and grades have been given for setting 18,273.5 linear 
feet (3.4G miles) of new edgestone, and the resetting of 11,810.5 
(2.24: miles) of old edgestone, and the measurements taken for 
computing assessments. 

7,017.7 square yards of new brick sidewalks and 215.4 square 
yards of granolithic walk have been laid (about 2.08 miles in 
length) and 5,85().G square yards of old brick sidewalks relaid. 

5,1)88 square yards of new paved gutters have been laid and 
548 square yards of new brick, concrete, and granite crossings 
constructed, requiring lines, grades, and measurements. (See 
tables in this report for cost of work and total lengths of side- 
walks constructed in the city.) 

The average cost for the year of setting edgestone has been 
eighty-one and one-half cents per linear foot and laying brick 
sidewalks ninety cents per square yard. 

Lines and grades have been given, measurements taken, and 
com]nitations made for the laying out and constructing of new 
streets, the reconstructing and repairing of old streets. In the 
construction of new streets and sidewalks the department work 
should be so changed that the city engineer shall keep a tabulated 
account of the total cost of the entire work, including all meas- 
urements and materials used, so that the correct cost is readily 
obtainable and assessments can be accurately made. 

Lines and grades have been given for paving with granite 
biiX'ks a section of Church street, south of Somerville avenue, an 
area of 728 square yards. 

Lines and grades have been given the water department 
when requested. 

1M80 feet of new mains with hydrants and gates have been 
located; 114 water services IcKateil and sketches made showing 
ihe biiiklings, services, gates, etc., for the N\'ater office. 

During the year stone bounds have been set in concrete at 
street intersections and angles, for i>ennanently defining street 
lines, and there are many more of these bounds to be set in 
various parts of the city as the yearly appropriation will allow.

In the construction of sewers the past year a portion of the 
work has been done by the city, employing day labor, and the 
remainder by contractors. The "separate system" sewers (those 
built for house drainage only) have been extended during the 
past year in various streets in different sections of the city, and 
this work should continue yearly, as the appropriation will allow, 
until all flooded areas in the city have a new sewerage system ; all 
house drains in these districts should be re-connected with the 
new sewers as soon as built. 

One of the main Hues has been extended on the southwest- 
erly side of Beacon street, from Museum street to Harris street, 
about 1,403 feet of ten-inch pipe being laid. Another main has 
been extended on the southerly side of Somerville avenue, from 
the Fitchburg railroad crossing easterly, about 34G feet of twelve- 
inch pipe being laid to take the drainage from one of the slaugh- 
tering houses. Separate system sewers have also been laid in 
College avenue and Elmwood terrace. In Maple street the old 
sewer has been converted into a separate system sewer. 

Sewers on the "combined system'' have been built and ex- 
tended in Highland road, Lexington avenue, Munroe street, Os- 
sipee road, Packard avenue, and Teele street. Powder House 
boulevard, and Winslow avenue.

The work and cost of maintaining the city's drainage sys- 
tem increases yearly as new lengths of sewers and storm drains 
are built and more catch basins added, requiring continuous 
labor in cleaning, flushing, repairing, etc., to' be kept in working 
order, that the sanitary condition of the city may be maintained at 
its best. 

Over 6,000 cubic yards of material have been removed from 
catch basins and sewers during the past year, and many blow-off 
connections from the water mains opened and the sewers flushed. 
Ninety-seven catch basins have been repaired, grade changed or 
re-built ; twenty-nine manholes, line or g^ade changed, and ten 
sewers or storm drains repaired. About one hundred feet of 
sewer has been re-laid and three new manholes built on old 
sewers. 

During the year 259 permits have been issued to licensed 
drain layers for connecting buildings with the main sewers, 
thirty-five being for repairs ; all of the work being done under 
the supervision of the city's insi>ector. There are about 12,525 
private drain connections with the city's drainage system. 

The automatic recorder in the regulator chamber at the 
Somerville-avenue and Poplar-street connection with the metro- 
politan sewer shows this outlet to have been completely closed 
lor 167 hours and partially closed 180 hours during the year. 

Two of the city's largest outlets for storm drainage are 
through the city of Cambridge into tide water; the one for the 
southeasterly section of the city, extending through East Cam- 
bridge and discharging into Charles river, was constructed many 
years ago, Somerville paying five-ninths of the cost of construc- 
tion and has paid five-ninths of the cost of maintenance of this 
outlet for nearly thirty \ears, under an act of the legislature. 
This matter should be considered and re-adjusted on a more 
equitable basis, the prevailing conditions being far different from 
what existed many vears ago, when the present act was passed 
and would require the passage of a new act by the legislature 
authorizing a change. 
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PUBLIC GROUNDS DEPARTMENT. 

The department covers a varied line of work, including the 
designing, laying out, and constructing of new parks, boulevards 
and drives, athletic fields and smaller playgrounds, the care and 
maintenance of all the grounds after completion, the control of 
all the various athletic games on the diflferent playgrounds, the 
purchasing of all supplies and a general supervision, at present, 
over sixteen separate parcels of land located in all parts of the 
city, amounting to about fifty-eight acres, and a boulevard one 
and one-third miles in length. % 

New Work. The land previously purchased for park pur- 
ix>scs on Prospect Hill and partially laid out has been practically 
completed during the year. The roadway has been finished, 
walks graded, stei>s built, and beds of shrubbery and trees 
planted. 

An observation* tower has been constructed on top of a por- 
tion of the old original hill, left at its highest elevation, opposite 
Greenville street. This tower is built of rock-faced. Deer Isle 
granite laid in broken-ashlar masonry, the elevation of the top 
floor being 1(51.8 feet above mean low tide. The comer stone 
was laid July 7, 19i)8, and the park was dedicated with appropri- 
ate exercises on October 29, 1903. 

This park will always be of historical interest on account of 
the encampment of soldiers on this hill both in the revolutionary 
and civil wars, and bronze tablets with inscriptions of historiczd 
events (prepared by the Somerville Historical Society) have been 
erected. 

The inscription on the tablet placed in the tower is as 
follows: — 

THIS TABLET IS ERECTED 

IN MEMORY OF THE 

SOLDIERS OF THE REVOLUTION 

AND OF THE CIVIL WAR 

WHO ENCAMPED ON 

PROSPECT HILL 

AND OF THE BANNERS 

UNDER WHICH THEY 

VALIANTLY FOUGHT. 



THIS TOWER AND PARK 
DEDICATED OCTOBER 21), 1903. 

Another tablet placed on the face of the granite retaining 
wall at the base of the tower has five inscriptions, as follows: — 
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THE AMERICAN ARMY UNDER GENERAL PUTNAM

(the old Bennett school lot) has been put in use as a playground 
for the children ; the old schoolhouse has been removed, the lot 
graded and swings, tilts, etc., added.
